To  the  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C., 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

T  he  year  began  tragically  for  Long  Eaton,  since  in  the  first 
week  a  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  reported  by  one  of  the  general  prac¬ 
titioners.  On  examination  it  proved  to  be  of  a  paralytic  type  in  a 
young  expectant  mother,  aged  23  years.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  her  admission  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby,  and  her  condition 
deteriorated  so  that  she  had  to  be  nursed  in  a  mechanical  respirator. 
I  nfortunately,  within  5  days  she  had  a  relapse,  against  which  all  the 
resources  of  a  modern  hospital  were  of  no  avail. 

By  the  middle  of  the  month  a  notification  was  received  concerning 
a  young  child  who  died  in  hospital  from  miliary  tuberculosis.  In¬ 
vestigation  of  the  immediate  family  did  not  reveal  the  source  of  in¬ 
fection,  but  on  pursuing  the  matter  further  all  members  of  the  house¬ 
hold  were  x-rayed  and  the  following  position  became  apparent  ; 
two  other  children  and  their  father  had  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
fortunately,  all  have  responded  to  treatment  in  hospital,  but  how 
ironic  that  one  child  should  have  died  from  a  preventable  disease, 
when  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  had  been  in  Long  Eaton  for  a 
fortnight  in  1956  and  an  x-ray  would  probably  have  shown  an  early 
lesion  in  the  father.  1  his  is  a  sombre  lesson,  from  which  I  hope  the 
public  will  benefit,  and  learn  to  utilise  such  health  services  regularly 
especially  when  they  are  available  on  their  own  door  step. 
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l  niil  the  public  can  be  educated  to  utilise  properly  the  service 
of  the  Mass  Radography  Unit,  we  shall  not  reduce  the  incidence  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  below  30,000  new  cases  per  year.  There 
are  tar  too  many  unknown  and  unsuspected  cases  in  our  midst — 
which  can  be  detected,  treated  and  cured  ;  and  so  prevent  the  in¬ 
fection  from  spreading  to  others,  sometimes,  unfortunately,  within 
the  family  circle,  with  consequent  suffering  and  tragedy. 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  offered  by  the  County  Health  Service 
to  13  year  old  schoolchildren  as  a  protection  against  tuberculosis 
continues  to  prosper.  The  following  are  the  percentages  of  acceptances 
for  children  w  ho  are  eligible  : 


Wilsthorpe  School 
Parklands  School 
Grammar  School 
Grange  School 


This  is  very  creditable  indeed  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
co-operation  of  all  headteachers  and  other  staff  for  the  grand  work 
done  in  this  connection. 

I  am  also  very  appreciative  of  the  efforts  made  by  Dr.  M.  T. 
Yass,  School  Medical  Officer  for  Long  Eaton  and  the  Health  Visitors, 
Miss  Leek,  Mrs.  Lewis  and  Miss  Moreton,  with  regard  to  both  the 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  sessions  and  B.C.G.  vaccinations. 

During  the  year  200  babies  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  ; 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year,  but  the  number  is  still  deplorably 
low,  as  it  represents  under  30%  of  the  live  births  of  the  tow  n  per  year. 

Yet  another  milestone  was  passed  in  the  housing  history  of  the 
authority — the  2,000th  house  being  erected  and  officially  opened  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  Banks,  and  the  key  presented 
to  the  incoming  tenants  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Purdy.  Pea  was  provided  at 
the  Sawley  Community  Centre. 

This  particular  house  is  situated  in  the  Draycott  Road  estate, 
which  is  a  smokeless  zone.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Women’s  Institute,  Sawley,  to  which  representatives 
from  the  estate  were  invited  to  he  present  at  a  film  show  and  also  to 
meet  representatives  of  the  Coal  Utilization  Council.  The  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself,  together  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  and  other  members  of  the  Council 
were  also  present.  A  very  lively  and  interesting  discussion  ensued, 
arising  out  of  which  minor  adaptions  and  alterations  were  made  to 
existing  fitments  in  Council  houses  on  the  estate,  also  the  tenants 
problems  were  dealt  with  individually,  which  1  regard  as  most  impor¬ 
tant.  The  supply  problems  of  suitable  smokeless  fuels  were  also 
taken  up  with  the  suppliers.  A  show  house  demonstrated  tor  7  days 
how  to  “  tame  ”  and  keep  burning  a  smokeless  fire,  both  efficiently  and 
economically.  There  is  no  doubt  that  much  good  came  out  of  the 
original  meeting. 


At  a  later  date  in  the  year  apprehension  was  expressed  about 
the  condition  of  council  houses  occupied  b\  families  rehoused  from 
slum  clearance  property.  These  families  were,  in  the  main,  rehoused 
cn  masse,  since  the  Council’s  building  programme  had  been  influenced 
by  the  government’s  subsidy  for  slum  clearance,  and  bungalows 
for  the  aged.  Investigation  showed  that  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  “  houseproudness  "  was  more  than  satisfactory  :  only  two  cases 
being  regarded  as  sub-standard  and  in  each  case  there  was  more 
than  adequate  and  understandable  reason  for  the  state  of  affairs, 
e.g.  desertion  by  the  husband,  ill  health  and  hospital  admission  for 
the  mother  of  a  new  arrival.  During  these  visits,  it  was  interesting 
and  rewarding  to  find  that  householders  were  coping  with  the  problem 
of  smokeless  fires  abb  and  satisfactorily. 

A  meeting  of  industialists  of  the  town  was  held  at  Therm  House, 
at  which  representatives  of  N.l.F.E.S.  were  present,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  (Councillor  Plackett),  Mr.  Walton 
and  myself,  to  discuss  problems  presented  to  industry  by  the  Clean 
Air  Act. 


Proceedings  were  opened  by  Councillor  Plackett  and  supported 
by  fellow  members  of  his  Committee.  The  purpose  and  regulations 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  were  fully  explained,  together  with  the  important 
part  that  industry  had  to  contribute  to  this  problem.  A  discussion 
followed,  which  indicated  that  the  industrialists  of  Long  Eaton  were 
very  much  aware  of  their  responsibilities  in  this  matter.  We  look 
forward  to  their  co-operation  in  the  future. 

New  Council  houses  continued  to  be  erected  at  a  very  satisfactory 
rate  ;  158  houses  being  completed  in  the  year  compared  with  163 
in  the  previous  year.  The  authority  can  be  proud  of  their  housing 
record  having  now  a  total  of  2,093  council  houses.  During  the  same 
period  private  enterprise  erected  121  houses.  Slum  clearance  figured 
largely  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  department,  during  the 
year  81  families  were  re-housed  from  slum  property,  7  Clearance 
Orders  were  made,  8  Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
and  1  inquiry  was  held.  The  clearing  of  the  central  part  of  the  town, 
which  comprises  such  property,  therefore  continued  apace  during 
the  year,  although  a  few  owners  were  not  co-operative  and  the  Council 
had  to  have  recourse  to  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  such  cases.  In 
the  first  instance,  however,  every  effort  was  made  to  reach  agreement 
with  the  owners  by  negotiation. 

In  consultation  with  the  County  Planning  Officer,  this  authority 
has  discussed  proposed  sites  for  the  Maternity  Home  so  urgently 
required  at  Long  Eaton.  It  is  understood  that  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  now  regard  this  project  as  urgent  and  have  afforded 
it  a  high  degree  of  priority.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  too 
long  delayed. 
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On  the  Draycott  Road  estate  a  further  group  of  old  people’s 
bungalows  were  erected  and  a  warden  appointed,  Miss  Breakwell. 
There  is  no  community  room  incorporated  in  this  scheme  as  the 
County  Welfare  department  did  not  agree  to  sponsor  same.  The  old 
people  will  be  expected  to  utilise  the  amenities  available  at  the  Com¬ 
munity  Hall,  Sawley.  This  hall  was  officially  opened  by  Richard 
Attenborough  and  his  wife  Sheila  Sim  in  wonderfully  sunny  weather 
one  Saturday  in  July.  It  was  the  climax  to  a  great  project  involving 
much  hard  work  and  endeavour  over  a  long  period  by  local  people, 
and  will  provide  much  needed  facilities  and  amenities. 

The  Chantry  Close  old  people’s  bungalows  under  the  wardenship 
of  Mrs.  King  continues  to  make  good  progress  ;  constant  use  being 
made  of  the  Community  Room. 

A  number  of  successful  campaigns  were  held  during  the  year  : — 

(a)  Dental  Health.  Films,  posters,  leaflets  and  pamphlets 
were  used  and  all  the  senior  schools  in  the  town  co-operated.  In 
one  instance  a  film  strip  was  used  instead  of  films.  This  campaign 
w  as  particularly  necessary  in  Long  Eaton  as  we  have  no  school  dentists 
and  a  great  problem  arises  with  regard  to  the  dental  treatment  of 
schoolchildren,  especially  emergency  cases.  Arising  out  of  this  a 
Health  Sub-Committee  was  nominated  to  approach  the  local  dentists 
to  elicit  their  help  in  this  matter,  and  a  meeting  was  arranged  at  which 
Air.  F.  Clarke,  Air.  James,  Mr.  Strauss,  Air.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Hodgson 
attended.  After  a  very  valuable  discussion  under  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  Banks,  it  was  agreed  to 
commence  an  emergency  dental  treatment  scheme  for  schoolchildren 
as  from  1st  January,  1959.  A  heavy  responsibility  will  rest  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  head  teachers  in  implementing  this  scheme  and  I 
look  forward  to  their  co-operation  in  the  promotion  of  dental  health 
in  their  pupils. 

(b)  Safety  in  the  Home.  This  campaign  was  aimed  to  com¬ 
mence  in  November,  to  link  up  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  “  Guard 
that  Fire  ”  campaign,  and  to  continue  during  December  and  January. 
The  response  from  schools  was  excellent,  talks  were  also  given  to 
various  voluntary  societies  and  a  display  arranged  in  the  tow  n  library 
and  gas  showrooms. 

(c)  Clean  Food.  A  very  successful  clean  food  campaign  was 
experienced  with  the  help  of  all  senior  schools,  where,  in  addition 
to  the  usual  leaflets  and  posters,  two  films  were  shown — one  dealing 
with  the  dangers  attendant  on  lax  standards  of  cleanliness  in  the 
preparation  and  handling  of  food,  and  the  other  giving  helpful 
guidance  on  the  calorific  and  vitamin  content  in  the  various  categories 
of  food. 

In  addition,  a  meeting  of  all  food  handlers  in  the  town  and 
surrounding  district  was  arranged.  Air.  Ronald  Williams,  O.B.E., 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  City  of  Coventry  addressed 
a  large  meeting  and  was  supported  by  myself.  Questions  w’ere  a 
feature  of  this  meeting,  which  concluded  with  the  showing  of  the 


Gas  Council’s  film  “  Keep  it  Clean”.  1  he  conduct  of  the  meeting 
was  excellently  handled  b\  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Councillor  H.  Plackett.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  publicity  did 
much  to  raise  the  standard  of  clean  food  practice  in  the  area  to  a 
higher  level  than  previously  and  also  made  the  food  handlers  them¬ 
selves  appreciative  of  the  importance  of  continuing  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  in  this  respect. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  town  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and 
assistance. 

1  am  indebted  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derbyshire 
Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morlev,  for  making  available  the 
full  meteorological  information  for  1958. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Sick  Nursing  Association,  for  their  Annual  Report  concerning  the 
work  of  the  association. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  association  still  continues  at  the 
clinic  on  Derby  Road  and  includes  the  provision  of  physiotherapy, 
massage,  U.Y.L.  infra  red  and  radiant  heat  therapy,  chiropody  and 
the  loan  of  medical  equipment.  Appropriate  treatment  is  given  to 
patients  referred  by  their  family  doctor  at  a  nominal  charge. 

1  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appre¬ 
ciation  to  Dr.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their 
assistance  throughout  the  year,  to  Mr.  Walton,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  all  members  of  the  health  department  for  their  loyal 
and  efficient  co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 
To  Mr.  Stanley,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Turner,  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Fleming,  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Davison,  Librarian, 
for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the  Council, 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  given  me.

Whooping  Cough.  Twentv  four  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year.  This  disease  causes  debilitation  in  children 
and  leaves  them  susceptible  to  other  infections  that  may  be  prevalent 
in  the  area.  The  damage  it  does  to  the  lungs  combined  with  the 
debilitation  are  reasons  why  all  parents  should  have  their  children 
immunised  against  this  disease.  The  immunisation  clinic  is  held  at 
1,  Cranmer  Street,  Long  Eaton,  every  first  and  third  Thursday  during 
the  month.  Injections  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  com¬ 
bined  is  available  to  Long  Eaton  children  and  should  be  carried  out 
at  the  age  of  5-6  months.  There  is  also  the  necessity  of  a  “  booster  ” 
dose  just  prior  to  the  child’s  entrance  to  a  primary  school. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  General  practitioners  of  the  town  tor  their 
co-operation  in  this  important  work. 


Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year, 
this  being  the  eleventh  year  in  succession,  and  no  death  has  occurred 
from  this  disease  for  fifteen  years. 


Acute  poliomyelitis.  There  was  one  case  ot  paralytic  polio¬ 
myelitis  and  one  non  paralytic  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  three  cases  of  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic  last  year.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  public,  particularly  the  parents  of  school  children 
and  those  having  the  care  of  young  children,  are  now  convinced  of 
the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme. 
Unfortunately,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  over  the  country 
as  a  whole  40  %  of  parents  have  not  registered  their  children.  There 
should  be  no  delay— every  child  over  the  age  of  6  months,  adolescents, 
and  those  up  to  the  age  of  26  should  register  immediately.  It  is  en¬ 
couraging  to  report  that  over  3,000  individuals  including  children, 
expectant  mothers,  ambulance  staff  and  their  families  have  been 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  at  the  Long  Eaton 
County  Clinic. 


There  are  several  simple  wavs  in  whieh  discerning  parents  can 
reduce  the  risk  to  their  children  picking  up  poliomyelitis  virus  at 
epidemic  periods. 

1.  Avoid  overcrowding.  It  is  the  risk  of  the  disease  being 
rapidly  spread  through  crowds  at  places  like  swimming  baths,  that  is 
the  danger,  not  the  baths  themselves.  The  same  applies  to  densely 
packed  trains  and  buses  and,  to  some  extent,  crowded  beaches. 

2.  Avoid  excessive  physical  strain. 

3.  Without  being  unduly  fussy,  minor  upsets  should  not  be 
treated  too  lightly. 

4.  Scrupulous  handwashing  and  cleanliness  has  some  pro¬ 
tective  value  and  people  suffering  from  a  cold  or  sore  throat  should 
use  gargles  and  paper  handkerchiefs  that  can  be  burned  immediately. 

Acute  Pneumonia.  Twenty  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were 
notified  and  most  cases  occurred  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March.  The  disease  attacked  both  the  young  and 
those  in  adult  life.  One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.

Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live.

During  the  year  no  eases  of  Paratyphoid,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  and 
Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 


TWO  THOUSAND  DWELLINGS 

1  am  indebted  to  Mr.  F'rancis  Turner,  M.I.Mun.E.,  A.M.T.P.I., 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  the  following  information  : — 

The  completion  of  two  thousand  dwellings  has  been  spread 
over  nearly  forty  years,  and  represents  a  sustained  effort  by  the  Council 
as  the  housing  authority,  until  at  the  present  time  about  one-fifth  of  the 
houses  in  Long  Eaton  have  been  provided  by  the  Council. 

The  tempo  of  Council  house  building  has  varied  considerably 
during  the  period.  In  the  twenty  years  between  the  wars,  476  dwellings 
were  built  ;  in  the  fourteen  years  since  1945  at  least  1578  dwellings 
will  have  been  erected.  In  post-war  years  progress  has  fluctuated 
according  to  altering  national  and  local  policies,  financial  or  otherwise, 
so  that  the  yearly  number  of  new  homes  provided  has  varied  between 
54  at  the  lowest  and  220  at  the  highest. 

Of  recent  years  the  variety  of  accommodation  built  has  increased 
has  well  as  the  number  of  units  completed. 

Before  the  war,  only  12  bungalows  for  aged  persons  were  built  ; 
since  the  war  the  number  of  bungalows  built,  or  under  construction, 
is  225.  Pre-war  houses  had  almost  exclusively  three  bedrooms  ; 
post-war  provision  includes  179  two  bedroom  houses,  41  with  four 
bedrooms  as  well  as  52  two  bedroom  prefabricated  bungalows,  and 
of  course,  995  three  bedroom  houses.  The  post-war  period  has  also 
seen  the  introduction  of  two  storey  flats,  to  the  number  of  85. 

The  Housing  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Councillor 
G.  A.  Sharpe,  is  having — by  reason  of  Government  financial  and  housing 
policy — to  confine  its  efforts  at  present  to  the  needs  of  Slum  Clearance 
and  of  Aged  Persons.  The  number  of  dwellings  which  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  allocated  for  commencement 
in  the  current  year  is  80,  which  is  approximately  half  the  number 
completed  in  recent  years  and  forty  less  than  the  post-war  annual 
average.

The  Committee  again  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report 
and  Accounts  for  the  war  ended  51st  October,  1958,  and  at  the  same 
time  cordially  invite  you  to  attend  the  Annual  General  Meeting  to 
be  held  at  the  Clinic,  20,  Derby  Road,  Long  Eaton  on  Wednesday, 
13th  May,  1959  at  7.30  p.m. 

This  year,  unfortunately,  we  show  an  Excess  of  Expenditure 
over  Income  of  £30  8s.  8d.  but  in  this  financial  year,  it  might  be  men¬ 
tioned,  only  one  donation  of  £50  was  banked  from  the  Ilkeston  Petty 
Sessional  Division  in  respect  of  Sunday  Entertainments,  three  having 
been  received  in  the  previous  year. 

Whilst  expenses  continue  to  rise  our  Donations  become  less 
and  we  do  hope  that  we  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  adding  many  new 
names  to  our  list  of  Donors  during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  given  at  the  Clinic  during  the 
war  were  :  Physiotherapy  8,239  ;  Chiropody  1,085  as  against  8,456 
and  982  last  year,  which  is  ample  proof  of  the  consistent  demand  in 
the  town  for  the  services  of  the  Clinic  and  our  ability  to  meet  this 
demand  satisfactorily.  In  addition  the  loan  of  Medical  Appliances, 
Invalid  Chairs  etc.  has  continued  normally. 

The  Voucher  Scheme  has  not  proved  the  success  we  hoped, 
but  we  are  grateful  to  those  who  still  participate  in  it  and  hope  that 
in  the  coming  year  others  may  join  in  this  scheme  which  we  inau¬ 
gurated  in  1954  to  stimulate  greater  local  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  provide  free  treatment  for  those  who  need  it  and  also 
provide  a  larger  subscription  Income  to  our  Funds. 

During  the  year  the  Association  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the 
death  of  two  of  its  most  ardent  w'orkers  and  supporters,  Mr.  J.  Langham 
Brown  who  was  a  stalwart  member  and  in  later  years  Chairman  and 
Honorary  President  of  the  Association  and  Mr.  Matt  P.  Lane  who 
for  many  years  was  our  hard  working  and  efficient  Treasurer.  The 
committee  would  like  to  record  their  deepest  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  and  untiring  service  they  rendered  to  the  Association  during 
their  many  years  of  office  and  whose  passing  w  ill  be  a  deep  personal 
loss  to  us  all. 

The  Committee  would  again  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  their  thanks  to  members  of  the  General  Public  and  to  all 
those  Organisations  who  by  their  loyal  support  and  interest  have  made 
our  excellent  results  possible.  It  is  by  the  valuable  monetary  con¬ 
tributions  made  by  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Ilkeston 
Petty  Sessional  Division  re  Sunday  Entertainments,  Long  Eaton 
Co-operative  Society  Ltd.,  Inner  Wheel  Club  of  Long  Eaton  and 
many  other  organisations  in  the  town  that  we  still  have  been  able  to 
offer  all  the  services  and  amenities  of  the  Clinic  at  such  a  nominal 
charge,  and  so  make  available  to  even  those  of  limited  means  the 
various  treatments  given  at  the  Clinic. 
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The  Committee  would  also  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of 
the  excellent  work  of  Miss  Saxton,  Mr.  Ward  and  their  staff.  The 
high  reputation  of  the  Clinic  has  been  enhanced  by  the  quality  of  the 
service  they  have  given.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  ACTIVITIES 
DURING  THE  YEAR  ENDED 

31st  March,  1959 

Accident  Statistics  :  During  the  year  there  was  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  mechanically  propelled  vehicles  on  the 
roads  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  accident  rate  went  up  accordingly. 
There  were  237,265  road  accidents  in  the  country.  5,970  persons 
were  killed  and  299,767  injured.  The  number  of  children  killed 
increased  from  629  in  1957  to  717  in  1958,  but  is  still  much  below 
pre-war  figures. 

Local  road  accidents  for  1958  were  as  follows  (1957  figures  in 
brackets)  :  deaths  3  (5)  ;  involving  personal  injury  85  (92)  ;  without 
personal  injury  87  (89)  ;  involving  dogs  29  (40)  ;  total  204. 

Campaigns  :  During  the  year,  we  organised  a  Crossing  the 
Road  Campaign,  St.  Christopher’s  Day  Campaign,  Cyclists  and 
Motor-cyclists  Campaign,  and  a  Christmas  Road  Safety  Campaign. 
Posters,  leaflets  and  other  propaganda  material  were  supplied  to  shops, 
offices,  schools,  libraries,  garages,  churches  and  chapels,  displayed 
on  hoardings,  and  publicity  given  through  the  press. 

Dog  Training  :  Road  safety  training  classes  for  dogs  and  dog 
owners  were  continued  during  the  year,  but  were  not  so  well  supported 
as  last  year.  18  dogs  and  owners  were  trained  and  received  certificates. 
A  competition  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  sessions  and  a  cup  awarded 
to  the  owner  of  the  most  obedient  dog.  1  he  Committee  s  thanks  are 
due  to  Councillor  W.  Wiser  for  training,  and  to  the  Parks  Committee 
for  facilities  afforded. 

Cycling  Proficiency  Tests  :  Two  cycling  proficiency  tests  for 
school  children  were  held  during  the  year,  when  22  out  of  the  37 
entrants  u'ere  successful  in  gaining  badges  and  certificates. 

Cycle  Reliability  Trial  :  A  cycle  reliability  trial  for  school 
children,  held  in  September,  attracted  62  entries.  Silver  cups  were 
awarded  to  the  boy  and  girl  obtaining  the  highest  number  of  points, 
and  pennants  and  certificates  were  awarded  to  the  runners-up. 
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Harold  Wells  Challenge  Trophy:  1‘his  is  .1  silver  cup  given 
b\  Mr.  Wells,  a  member  of  the  Committee.  To  be  awarded  annuallv 
to  the  senior  school  obtaining  the  most  points  in  road  safety  activities. 
Including  cycling  proficiency  tests,  road  safety  quizzes,  road  safety 
essavs,  and  training  of  dogs  in  road  sense  and  obedience.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  enp  will  be  presented  for  the  lirst  time  during  the  autumn 
of  this  year. 

County  Road  Safety  Quiz  :  A  local  team  was  selected  and  trained 
for  the  County  Quiz  Competition,  but  after  beating  Breaston  Western 
Mere  School  by  22.1  points  to  19  in  the  lirst  round,  we  were  defeated 
in  the  next  round  by  Swadlincote,  who  obtained  4U  points  to  Long 
Eaton’s  25.1. 

junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  :  The  J.A.P.C.  have 
continued  to  meet  regularly  each  month,  and  representatives  of  the 
Tunior  Council  attend  the  Road  Safety  Committee  meetings.  Film 
shows,  him  strips  and  talks  on  road  safety  have  been  given  to  the 
juniors,  and  they  have  assisted  the  Road  Safety  Committee  in  various 
campaigns  by  delivering  propaganda  material. 

Safe  Driving  Awards  :  Several  Local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
in  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Accidents,  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made 
to  the  drivers  employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  C.D.C.,  Long  Eaton 
Co-operative  Society  Ltd,  Barton  Transport  Ltd,  Leisure  Kitchen 
Equipment  Ltd,  British  Railways  and  the  G.P.O.  drivers.  A  high 
standard  of  driving  is  thus  being  maintained  among  professional 
drivers. 

N.M.  Accident  Prevention  Federation  :  The  Committee  have 
been  represented  bv  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  at  the  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  North  Midland  Accident  Prevention  Federation, 
and  were  also  represented  at  the  National  Safety  Congress  by  the 
Chairman,  (Councillor  H.  Plackett)  and  Councillor  J.  Bramlev. 

Publicity  :  Much  useful  publicity  has  been  given  by  the  local 
press  to  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  Long 
Eaton  Advertiser,  the  Nottingham  Guardian  Journal,  Derby  Evening 
Telegraph  and  the  Nottingham  Evening  papers  tor  drawing  attention 
to  the  various  activities  undertaken  by  the  Committee. 

We  are  grateful  to  firms,  shops,  public  offices,  the  public  library, 
churches  and  chapels,  for  displaying  road  safety  matter. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  H.  Wells  provided  the  Committee  with  an 
advertisement  hoarding  at  the  junction  of  Shakespeare  Street  and 
Wellington  Street,  for  their  sole  use,  and  this  is  being  made  use  of  in 
connection  with  the  various  campaigns. 

Road  Safety  Improvements  :  Several  road  safety  suggestions 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Highways  Committee,  the  Post  Office, 
and  the  Federation,  and  the  Committee  appreciate  the  co-operation 
shown  by  these  bodies.

The  above  figures  include  bulk  supply  to  Castle  Bonington 
R.  D.  C.  and  supplies  from  out  district  rising  and  delivery  mains — 
42,030,000. 

Water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  in  all 
parts  of  the  Urban  District.  The  continued  increase  in  consumption 
has  necessitated  an  increased  use  of  the  Stanton  supply. 

Water  is  tested  at  Stanton-by- Bridge  daily  (chlorination  test)  ; 
monthly  chlorination  tests  at  Castle  Bonington  Reservoirs  and  Sawley  ; 
monthly  bacteriological  tests  by  Derbyshire  County  Analyst  on  water 
from  Stanton-by-Bridge  Waterworks,  the  two  Castle  Bonington  and 
two  Risley  Reservoirs  ;  two  monthly  bacteriological  tests  on  water 
from  six  services  in  Long  Eaton  and  Sawley.  No  chemical  analyses 
of  water  were  taken. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  ;  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board’s  water  is  dealt  with  at  source. 

Chlorination  Plant  (breakpoint)  is  installed  at  Stanton-by-Bridge 
as  the  untreated  water  is  at  times  of  doubtful  quality.  There  has  been 
no  contamination  of  treated  water. 

All  houses  in  the  district,  except  three,  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  houses  ;  very  few  standpipes  supplies. 

Work  has  been  confined  to  the  extension  ot  service  mains  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  new  building  development,  principally  at  the 
Council’s  Sawley  Housing  Estate  and  Messrs.  Wimpey’s,  Wilsthorpe 
Road  Estate.

METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  1958 


WEATHER  AT  DERBYSHIRE  FARM  INSTITUTE 
BROOMFIELD  HALL,  MORLEY,  DERBY,  DURING  1958 

The  most  outstanding  feature  of  the  1958  figures  is  the  appalling 
weather  during  the  month  of  June,  which,  as  is  so  common,  was  the 
wettest  month  of  the  year  and  had  only  120  hours  of  sunshine,  as 
compared  with  275  hours  during  1957.  At  the  same  time,  the  rainfall 
figures  hardly  hear  out  the  average  man’s  impression  that  the  summer 
is  a  reasonably  dry  time.  In  fact,  from  June,  Julv  and  August,  w'e  had 
more  rain  than  in  any  other  three  months  of  1958.  April,  again  was 
a  dry  month,  hut  much  duller  than  April  1957,  with  only  94  hours 
of  sunshine,  compared  with  142  in  1957.  During  December  the  sun 
only  managed  to  break  through  the  murk  for  just  under  fifteen  hours, 
and  although  probably  the  most  outstanding  feature  of  1958  is  the 
lack  of  sunshine,  there  being  two  hundred  hours  less  than  in  1957, 
1958  will  probably  be  remembered  mostly  as  a  very  wet  vear  ;  but 
in  fact,  during  the  eight  proceeding  years  there  were  two  years  which 
were  wetter,  namely  1954  and  1951.  Memories  are  pretty  short  and 
these  will  already  have  been  forgotten. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  rain  on  just  about  every

Mr.  Gibson,  Provincial  Director  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Establishment,  Shardlovv  Hall,  has  kindly  pro¬ 
vided  meteorological  data  from  which  details  of  wind  direction  have 
been  extracted.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  prevailing  winds  tor  the 
month  of  January  were  westerly,  i.e.  SVV,  \Y,  and  NW,  and  tor  February 
they  were  westerly,  i.e.  SW,  W  and  NW.  March  winds  were  easterly 
in  the  main,  and  in  April  they  were  predominately  north-easterly. 
May  brought  back  predominating  south-west  winds.  June  winds 
were  mainly  westerly,  as  were  those  of  July  also.  In  August  the  westerly 
and  south-westerly  trend  was  noticeably  maintained  and  in  September 
they  were  SW,  W  and  NW,  although  also  showing  a  SE  trend.  October 
winds  once  more  followed  the  westerly  pattern.  November  was 
remarkable  for  fog  and  negligible  winds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1958 


To  tiii:  Chairman  and  Members  of  iiii  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  mv  fifteenth  Annual  Report  as 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing.  During  the  year  1958,  186  houses  were  let  as  follows: 
62  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  four  years, 
two  to  Tuberculosis  cases,  1  to  an  emergency  case,  5  to  tenants  with 
families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed  houses,  81 
for  rehousing  tenants  of  condemned  property  and  35  bungalows  to 
old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  172  housing  applications  and  72  applica¬ 
tions  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

Slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected,  and  cases  of  con¬ 
genital  tuberculosis  in  calves  are  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 


Refuse  Collection.  It  is  interesting  to  see  that  dustlcss 
mechanical  loading  is  receiving  prominent  attention  in  some  of  the  large 
industrial  towns.  The  figures  quoted  show  that  3,100  calls  are  made 
weekly  by  a  team  of  6  loaders  and  a  driver.  Our  mechanical  loader, 
is  dealing  with  600  calls  a  day  with  3  men  and  a  driver.  This  is  very 
encouraging  and  somewhat  offsets  our  teething  troubles. 


The  following  information  from  the  Ministry  of  housing  and 
Local  Government’s  publication  relating  to  costs  for  the  year  ending

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


Clean  Air  Act.  Meetings  and  demonstrations  were  held  to 
assist  the  occupants  of  the  Draycott  Road  Council  Housing  Estate 
to  use  smokeless  fuel  and  the  services  of  the  Staff  of  the  Coal  Utilisa¬ 
tion  Council  and  East  Midlands  Gas  Board  were  freely  given. 

A  meeting  of  industrialists  was  called  at  the  invitation  of  t he 
Council  and  Mr.  C.  A.  J.  Plummer  of  N.I.E.E.S.  addressed  the  meeting 
on  the  obligation  of  industrialists  under  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

Steady  if  not  spectacular  progress  is  being  made.  One  firm  in 
the  centre  of  the  town  has  installed  oil  burning  equipment  and  whilst 
we  had  to  tolerate  some  discomfort  from  the  temporary  installation, 
the  firms’  contribution  to  a  smoke  free  atmosphere  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  is  a  substantial  one. 

A  number  of  firms  have  installed  mechanical  means  of  firing. 

One  certificate  of  exemption  was  granted  for  a  period  of  12  months 
and  this  has  recently  been  renewed,  but  the  firm  concerned  lias  been 
asked  to  give  an  indication  of  their  proposals. 

Arising  from  a  request  by  a  Consultant  Engineer  brought  in 
by  another  firm  as  a  result  of  our  complaints,  the  Council  decided 
on  a  long  term  policy  of  making  the  Centre  of  the  town  a  smoke  control 
area. 

At  present  we  have  one  area  of  council  houses  smokeless  by 
reason  of  tenancy  agreement.  One  area  of  new  developme  t  is  being 
made  a  smoke  control  area. 

This  was  the  position  before  receipt  of  the  Minis  ry  circular 
requesting  Local  Authorities  in  Black  Areas  to  submit  a  report.  An 
inquiry  by  Dr.  Woolgrove  elicited  the  information  that  we  should 
regard  ourselves  as  being  in  a  black  area  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  report,  setting  out  the  programme  of  establishing  smoke  control 
areas  and  asking  for  a  target  year  for  completion. 

Clean  Food.  A  well  attended  meeting  of  food  handlers  was  held 
in  Therm  House.  All  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  receiving 
personal  invitations  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee.  Air.  R.  Williams,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  Coventry 
addressed  the  audience  and  his  talk  was  very  much  appreciated. 

Slum  Clearance.  The  purchase  and  clearance  of  the  area  around 
Upper  Brook  Street  is  progressing  ;  it  is  ironical  however  that  the 
worst  group  and  the  nearest  approach  to  the  gene  al  conception  of 
“slums”  should  be  the  subject  of  opposition  by  the  owners  and 
objections  to  the  making  of  compulsory  purchase  orders  were 
heard  on  the  20th  May,  1959.  The  orders  have  since  been  confirmed. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  tenants  will  not  have  to  endure  another 
winter  in  the  squalid  conditions. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  the  redevelopment  of  this  area  as  it  is 
only  then  that  we  see  tangible  results  of  our  labour.  The  co-operation 
of  the  majority  of  the  owners  and  agents  is  appreciated  and  it  is  fitting 
that  we  should  record  the  fact  that  undertakings  have  been  freely 
given  not  to  relet  the  houses  when  we  have  rehoused  the  occupants 
before  the  Ministry  has  confirmed  the  making  of  Clearance  Orders. 
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Good  progress  lias  been  made  w  ilh  the  5  years  programme  and  tor 
the  information  of  the  Conned  !  submit  a  progress  report.

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  bv  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  R.  \\  .  Sutton,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindlv 
supplied  the  following  information  — 

81  samples,  including  17  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act 
in  the  area  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  during  the  yen' 
1958. 


1  he  milk  samples  were  all  genuine  and  with  the  exception  of 
one  sample  of  Lebanese  apples  the  remaining  samples  were  classed 
as  satisfactory.  The  apples  were  contaminated  with  lead  somewhat 
in  excess  ot  the  general  limit  recommended  for  lead  in  foods.  A  search 
for  further  samples  of  Lebanese  produce  was  not  successful. 


A  sliced  loaf  of  bread,  which  appeared  to  carry  some  contamin¬ 
ation,  was  submitted  by  your  Authority  for  examination.  The  foreign 
material  ranged  in  colour  from  light  brown  to  almost  black  and  con¬ 
sisted  of  small  pieces  ot  dough  which  had  dried  out,  and  which  could 
have  been  derived  from  a  previous  use  of  the  doughing  machine. 
1  he  discolouration  was  due  to  the  presence  of  mineral  oil.

During  the  year  ended  a  1st  Mareh,  1959,  the  charges  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping,  etc.,  realised  £955  and  the  value 
ot  the  materials  salvaged  was  £4,210. 


The  Cleansing  Department  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost 
from  the  Highways,  Markets,  Cemeterv  and  other  Departments  of 
the  Council  ;  from  other  firms  on  payment  of  1  6d.  per  load. 


The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  10,889. 


By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £15  Os.  Od. 


1  he  Shardlow  R.D.C.  collect  nighlsoil  and  house  refuse  from 
two  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacre  Lock  at  a  cost  of  £1  pet- 
house,  per  annum.  This  charge  is  to  be  increased  to  £1  10s.  Od.  per 
house  as  from  1st  April,  1959.
